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YEARBOOK 


In  1989  when  this  year’s  graduating  class  began  their  studies  at  the  Faculty  of  Nursing,  there 
was  a  severe  shortage  of  nurses,  hospitals  were  being  built  and  renovated  to  accommodate  the 
large  number  of  acute  patients  requiring  7-10  day  lengths  of  stay,  public  health  nurses  had 
their  own  districts  and  visited  all  the  high  risk  residents  who  lived  in  them  and  the  caseloads  of 
visiting  nurse  services  were  dominated  by  people  requiring  ADL  assistance,  wound  care  and 
palliative  care.  The  Faculty  of  Nursing  offered  an  undergraduate  degree  program  using  a 
curriculum  that  had  been  in  place  for  20  years  and  an  M.Sc.N.  program  with  a  curriculum  of 
the  same  vintage. 

How  things  have  changed!  In  Toronto  alone  3500  beds  are  closed  and  the  talk  is  about  which 
hospitals  will  be  closed.  This  has  led  to  a  surplus  of  nurses  and  few  jobs  for  new  graduates, 
lengths  of  stay  have  shrunk  and  75%  of  all  surgery  is  done  on  an  out-patient  or  day  basis; 
public  health  nurses  no  longer  have  districts  but  work  on  health  promotion  with  a  variety  of 
communities;  visiting  nursing  has  become  high  tech.  The  Faculty  initiated  the  new 
undergraduate  curriculum  and  a  new  program  for  registered  nurses.  A  collaborative  project  to 
test  a  lengthened  fourth  year  and  use  clinically  based  preceptors  was  initiated.  The  PhD  has 
been  approved,  the  M.Sc.N.  is  now  an  M.Sc.  with  a  new  curriculum  and  we  are  awaiting 
approval  of  the  new  M.N.  program. 

The  class  of  1993  has  been  part  of  all  these  changes.  This  has  produced  a  class  that  is 
adaptable  and  flexible  and  knows  how  to  influence  change.  The  health  care  environment  is 
scary  because  it  is  changing  so  fast  but  it  is  also  much  more  exciting  than  it  was  in  1989  and  it 
holds  the  promise  of  more  flexibility  and  responsiveness  than  was  true  earlier.  Tackle  it  head 
on!  You  are  ready  for  it!

P.E.S.  is  a  new  syndrome  that  hits  both 
sexes  equally,  occurring  in  epidemic 
proportions  in  the  student  population. 

P.E.S.  Pre  Exam  Syndrome 


SYMPTOMS 


—  hypertrophy  of  normal  procrastination 
abilities 


—  spontaneous,  irrational  behaviours

TREATMENT
